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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment and remarks filed 01 November 2004 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 and 10-18 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
amended lone independent claim 1 to include the limitation of cancelled claim 9 and 
further recite that the first and second electrodes are formed on one surface side of the 
light-emitting layer and an electrically conductive material is placed on another surface 
side of the light-emitting layer that is opposite to the one surface side. Applicant's 
remarks along with this amendment are persuasive. 

4. Thus, regarding independent claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows or 
suggests an electroluminescence light-emitting sheet comprising, in addition to other 
limitations of the claim, an electrically conductive material placed on a surface side of 
the light-emitting layer opposite to the surface side of the light-emitting layer that the first 
and second electrodes are placed, wherein the electrode section forms a closed circuit 
between the conductive material and at least one of the electrode pairs receiving 
application of AC voltage through the light-emitting layer. 

5. The subject electrode structure described above is provided for realizing many 
different types of changes of light emission by the electroluminescence light-emitting 
sheet. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 1 , claims 2-8 and 10-18 are 
also allowable. The design is new and unique to the art.
